him oxygen in an effort to prolong his 
life until the arrival of the officials 
whom the church rites require be at 
the Pontiff’s bedside at his death. At 
1:30 o'clock the doctors said his con­ 
dition was deathrate. Fever and weak­ 
ness Increased 
and 
tile 
physicians 
were unable to do anything further, 
the Pontiff sinking steadily until the 
end. 
W ith his death began immediately 
the elfiborate ceremonial which 
has 
succeeded each pontiff s deatli for cen­ 
turies.

Grew Rapidly Worse
